The Allies made a mistake in com­ 
promising with Germany on the Dan­ 
zig question, as the militarists now be­ 
lieve they can get what they want at 
Versailles.

“As a result of my intimate observa­ 
tions I pronhecy one of two things 
will happen.” said Barth.

Relics and Tales of Frontier 
Life Entertain Present 
Day Club 


Tulles of frontier life in California 
and Arizona were told last evening 
at the Present Day Club by a man who 
bos gone through 
thrilling 
experi­ 
ences ae cowboy, scout land 
Indian 
fighter. The speaker was Jonathan 
Tibbet of Riverside. 
The address made the roost unique 
(program recorded in the history of 
the Present Day Club. 
Tib bet was horn near San Gabriel 
Mission. 
He not only knows 
well 
each step in the history of California 
hut he carries on his body scars of 
wounds from every kind of a weapon 
anode by the Indian. 
He opened his 
address by comparing early California 
with the gardens and orchards of to­ 
day cob-webbed with bes t-in-the-world 
boulevards. 
Mr. and Mrs. Tibbet came from Riv­ 
erside, the guests of Dr. and Mrs. Sla- 
txvugh. He had with him Indian relics 
valued in the thousands. 
One silver 
inlaid spur is rated at $10,000, 
One 
stone used for polishing arrow's 
has 
hut one known counterpart and that 
is 
in 
Smithsonian 
Institute. 
This 
stone is marked with a line for each 
victim killed. 
The speaker showed many curious 
ceremonial 
stones. 
The 
workman­ 
ship of the Indian w as a cause of won­ 
der. 
.One 
long-handled 
hatchet 
taken 
from a young chief in 1872 still bore 
splotches of human blood. After a sev­ 
en-day dance ceremonial the hatchet 
was buckled on the leg of the young 
chief with the assurance that 
no 
harm could befall him and 
that 
would scalp many a pale face. 


ranges In Arizona. He pictured vivid­ 
ly a rodeo. 
"For the nucleus of a round-up,” 
said he, "a big tree or poet Is select­ 
ed. 
A beef is slaughtered and the 
blood smeared heavily on this tree. To 
this for miles around the cattle will 
come by the thousands. 
About this 
center 
the 
infuriated 
cattle 
wig 
•charge and paw the earth. 
The va­ 
queros or cowboy then gallop around 
and around this vast herd. 
Finally 
these wild beasts begin encircling the 
center, then the vaqueros begin sing­ 
ing. After four or five hours the cat­ 
tle become quieted. Sometimes a cow­ 
boy will stay in his saddle 
for 
36 
hours at a time.” 
When Tibbet went £o Arizona at 15 
yean/ of age, he was an Indian stout 
and finally he became commander of 
the whole southwest division scouts. 
His account of many narrow escapes 
(Toro the Apache Indians was vivid. 
He said that the Apache never fights 
in the open, always going where the 
white man cannot go. 
Tibbet took 
the first party of white men over the 
border into Mexico. 
He was chief of 
the Vigilantes. 
One incident related 
was when the government sent him 
to capture a noted character who had 
robbed fourteen stages and had $65,- 
000 in money. 
Tibbet and his posse 
followed him into 
the 
mountains. 
From the rim of the mountains they 
could see in the canyon 
a 
spring. 
These boys watched this spring all 
night and lust at break of day 
the 
victim came out for water. 
Almost simultaneously three shots 
were fired. 
In the robber’s pockets 
maps were found. With the aid of 
these $16,000 was found in one spot, 
and $43,000 in all was turned over to 
the government. Tibbet was given a 
medal. 
Tibbet never 
took 
a 
drink 
of 
whiskey and he says he did1 not 'be­ 
long to a prohibition 
party 
either. 
Contrary to the common belief, the 
Vigilantes never punished 
an 
inno­ 
cent man. 
He said as he knew him 
“Judge Lynch" was always Just. Tib­ 
bet paid the brave 
pioneer 
women 
high tribute. 
Men and women would 
ride sixty or seventy miles to help 
a family in need of protection. To of­ 
fer money for such service would be 
to lose friendship. 
"The padre,” said he, “brought the 
flag of a new Christianity and the 
white man the new civilization. The 
padre, the gentle, 
suffering, 
peace- 
be loving padres, who walked all 
over 
• California 
ministering 
(to 
hungry 
Tibbet 
lo e s s e s 
a 
hand-made soil],, and bodies builded better than 
sword of Pio Pico, the last governor 
under Mexican rule, 
"The Indian by 
nature was not treacherous, 
and 
a 
immlerer," said he. “My parents first 
drove across the plains in 1848 by ox 
team. The trip was nine months in 
length. 
‘T hey received only 
the greatest 
kindness 
from 
the 
big, 
generous 
hearted Indians 
who 
brought 
the 
m other many rich presents, but when 
the family returned from a trip east 
in 1853 they fought the indians 
all 
the way from the Missouri river to 
Victorville, Cal. 
The white man had 
taken the Indian homes and the lives 
of their dear ones and they came bock 
In the only way they knew. They had 
not our laws. 
Only wfth tomahawk, 
bow and arrows could justice be se­ 
cured. 
Indians had admirable traits 
and manufactured superior weapons. 
Now the white 
man 
is 
trying 
to 
soothe his conscience 
preserving 
early history and relics of that pic­ 
turesque race driven from their homes 
and hounded to death. 
“A pioneer organization has been 
formed and at the beginning of the 
war steps had been taken to build a 
museum.” 
For ibis museum Tibbet is reserv­ 
ing his many relics, refusing to sell 
them at any price, much 
as 
Frank 
Miller of the Glenwood Inn at River­ 
side would like lo add them to his 
valuable collection. 
Tibbet's father 
bought many seres of land about Son 
Gabriel Mission and there raised cat­ 
tle, selling cows at first for $1000 
apiece. 
Later when he could get only 
S120 he said there was nothing in cat­ 
tle raising and gave up the business. 
There were several large Indian vil­ 
lages near 
Santa 
Ana.

burial 
ground Aas neat the site of the coun­ 
try club house. 
Tibbet attended school but a short 
time, for that was too tame a life for. 
him. He literally grew up in the sad-' 
die. 
He has a gold and silver inlaid! 
pistol given him when he was only 61 
years old. His mother wished to put
